with regard to the method of processing applications for Treasury 
Transaction Control licenses, there is described below the procedure 
now being followed. It has been our understanding that this pro- 
cedure is agreeable to all interested parties: 

(a) Where the application on its face involves commodities which 
are obviously not subject to the Treasury Regulations (l.e. are not 

on the Positive List and identified thereon by the letter tt A«), the 
Treasury (after an informal telephone check with a BFC licensing 
officer to confirm this opinion) returns the application and advises 
the applicant that no li cense is necessar y. No memorandum is sent 
to Working Group I or FOIAb3b 

(b) Where the application involves commodities which are ob- 
viously subject to the Regulations but which are self-evidently of 
small value and little significance, (e.g, passenger car bearings 
valued at less than $100), the Treasury grant^th^^^ense without 

prior discussion with Working Group I or|HmH|^^HThe Treasury FOIAb3b 
does, however, obtain an informal confirfflfflflWMHflsFC licensing 
officer that the transaction has little significance and does notify 
the Working Group on an ex post facto basis . 

(c) Where the application involves commodities whose rating is 
not obvious or^h^fac^of the application, the Treasury sends a 
memorandum to^^^^f^^^B?equestin£Midvice as to the rating of the 
item, with a caroo^cop^uo^^^MM^^I To save time, a similar memo- 
randum is sent to Working Grou^T^T^provide a basis for considera- 
tion by the Group if that becomes necessary in due course, as indi- 
cated in subparagraph (ii) below.
